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Nurses are backbone of oldest 
public health district in state

This year, public health departments 
across Michigan are celebrating the 
100-year centennial of public health 
nursing. In 1893, Michigan nurses 
began a program of school and in- 
home visits tocare for children, babics, 
new mothers and mothers-to-be. That 
was the beginning of a great tradition 
in public health care and served as the 
foundation for today's public health 
system, Public health programs have 
been the catalyst for initiating and 
expanding new health care services, 
andare directly responsible for making 
America the healthiest place in the 
world. Nurses dedicated to our well- 
being have been and continuc to be the 
backbone of the program. 

Crawford County has becn 
fortunate. District Health Department 
#1 was formed in October, 1928, by 
Crawford, Roscommon, Kalkaska, and 
Missaukee counties. It was the first 
public health district in the state, In 
1950, Wexford County joined the 
district. 
Crawford, Missaukee, Wexford, and 
Kalkaska make up the district and 
serve a population of about 65,000 
people, through offices in Cadillac, 
Lake City, Kalkaska, and Grayling. 

District Health Department #1 
administers over forty specific 
programs within four major concerns; 
Prenatal infant services, child/ 
adolescent health services, adult 
services, andenvironmental protection 


Today, the counties of | 


services. Each program is designed to 
mect the needs of the individual, 
families, and the community. Funding 
is program specific, with gencral funds 
coming from the county and state. 
Grant programs arc utilized whenever 
possible. Some programs require a 
minimal patient fee but most are 
available free of charge. 

One of the mostsuccessful programs 
offered through the health department 
is the WIC program. WIC stands for 
women, infants, and children. WIC 
helps correct or prevent malnutrition 
in low-income pregnant and 


breastfeeding women, women who 
recently had a baby, infants, and 
children up to five years old who are at 
health risk due to inadequate nutrition. 
The WIC program provides nutritious 
foods, including infant formulas, 
nutrition education, and health 
screcnings and referrals for other 
medical or family problems. WIC 
gives children a healthy start in life 
which has proven to be a vital step in 
the development of a happy, healthy 
adult.

Mrs. Ruth Isenhauer is bedridden 
and unable to work. Until last year she 
lived in a small cabin that was falling 
down around her, The roof leaked, 
and there was little insulation. The 
septic system was inadequate. The 
house was barcly livable, but Mrs. 
Tsenhauer was unable to do a thing 
about it. She turned for help to the 
Crawford County Housing 
Commission. 

Today, Mrs. Isenhauer lives on the 
same lot, in a new, comfortable, 
fourteen-by-seventy foot mobile 
home. Because of her income, she 
was able to qualify for an interest-free, 
no-down-payment, low-monthly 
payment loan from the Housing 
Commission. Thatioan enabled her to 
tear down her cabin, dig a complete 
septic system, pour a cement slab, 
purchase and move the mobile home, 
and do all necessary installations and 
hook-ups. The work was done by all 
certified and licensed builders under 
the supervision of, housing 
commission specialist, Gary Johnson, 
On the day before last Thanksgiving, 
Mrs. Isenhauer was able to move into 
acompletely finished, new home, Her 
monthly payments to the county are 
within her means, and for the first time 
in many years she is comfortable and 


has peace of mind, 

A few miles down the road, Mrs, 
Alice Halberstadt and her daughter, 
Cynthia Sheldon, were able to benefit 
from the housing commission too, 
Jointly, they applied to the commission 
for moncy for minor remodelling and 
major weather proofing on theirhome, 
They received a $3,600 loan that 
enabled them to completely insulate 
iheir attic, install vinyl siding, wire 
their garage for electricity, and install 
a new bathroom sink, Their loan is 
paid back in low monthly installments 
over a ten-year period at 1% interest. 
Without the Crawford County Housing 
Commission, they would nothave becn 
able to have the work done. 

The Crawford County Housing 
Commission offers several unique 
programs for low income housing 
assistance. Mrs. Halberstadt’s loan 
was through a community 
development block grant from the 
federal government, to Crawford 
County, for $200,000. In 1992, that 
program helped ten county residents 
purchase homes, and provided 20 more 
with necessary funds to rehabilitate 
their homes. The maximum loan is 
$20,000. As Mrs. Halberstadt returns 
hermoncy through monthly payments, 
it is reloaned to help others. These 
revolving loan funds are what was 
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used to purchase Mrs. Isenhauer’s new 
home, In this way the original 
$200,000 grant is able to work for 
recipients over and over again, 

To date, the community 
development block grant program hag 
developed over $3 million in program 
assets, with $1.5 million in accounts 
receivables, In 1993, Crawford County 
received an additional $200,000 
through the block grant program. 

The housing commission has other 
programs of assistance, The 
homeownership assistance program ts 
intended to provide home purchase 
assistance to first-time homebuyers 
for use as their primary residence, It 
docs not provide for new construction, 
only existing homes already on the 
market. This program goes directly 
through local banks. It will pay up to 
one-half of the down payment on an 
existing home, and it will help with the 
closing costs. 

The Michigan Siate Housing 
Development Authority (MSHDA), 
provides funds for two programs, The 
first is a low interest foan, up to 
$15,000, to rehabilitate homes thatare: 
20 years old or older. The second is a 
ten year forgivable loan program for: 
very low income families to make: 
improvements to their homes. The:

sealed inside six cylindrical capsules, 
These capsules are implanted on the 
inside of a woman's upper arm. This 
minor surgical procedure is performed 
undera local anesthetic ina physician’ s 
office. After they are inserted the 
cylinders are not noticeable and the 
patient can forget about the whole 
business of birth control, 

Once inserted, the capsules begin to 
release the hormone almost 
immediately. In some cases the 
hormone suppresses ovulation and in 
other cases affects the woman's 
cervical mucus so that a pregnancy 
docs not occur, The implants provide 
contraception for five ycars. At the 
cad of this time the implants may be 
re-inserted for another five years or 
the woman may return to her normally 
fertile state.

only payback on this loan is if you 
don’t continue to live there for a full 
ten years. If you do, there is no 
payback. 

Another forgivable loan program is 
the rental rehabilitation grant program 
that allows landlords to upgrade rental 
units based on tenant income, If all 
qualifications and obligations are met, 
this loan is forgivable after five years. 

The Crawford County Economic 
Development Fund provides loans to 
private corporations or companies, 
non-profit corporations, governmental 
agencies, or others with individual 
approval of the fund board of directors.

Years ago, a badly infected tooth 
was doomed to be extracted. 
Today, that's a last resort. Root 
canal therapy can usually save 
that tooth. It consists of (1) 
removal of the infected nerve that 
lies within the root canal of the 
tooth and (2) the sealing of the 
foot tips to prohibit any further 
infection. 

Each tooth has a center 
consisting of nerves, blood vessels 
and fibers that is called the pulp. 
When the dentist removes the 
"nerve" from the tooth, he actually 
removes the pulp tissue containing 
the nerve. Removing the pulp 
does not produce a "dead" tooth. It 
will be very much alive and 
functioning. It has a source of 
blood and nerve supply from the 

| Surrounding tissues that hold it in 
place. The tooth will have no 
sense of feeling because the 
nerve has been removed, but the | 
tooth itselt will La fine. Eventually, 
a root canal tooth could even be 
used as a base for a partial 
denture or bridge and in most 
cases should last as long as your 
other teeth.

The farm has been in the 
Sullivan family for nearly 120 years, 
and Dick Sullivan, 49, used to be a 
prosperous dairy farmer, 

But that time is past. Part of the rich 
land was sold to meet expenses, and 
Dick no longer farms; his full-time job 
is taking care of John. It’s the full- 
time job, too, of Dick’s wife, Marcia, 
46. Andatthe same time, the needs of 
their other children, Kirsten, 22, 
Matthew, 17, and Ryan 12 — must be 
met as best they can, 

John’s living space in the Sullivan 
home is dominated by his hospital 
bed, computer, and TV set. He’s able 
to run simple programs on the 
computer with one foot, and the TV 
provides stimulation and entertainment 


into the early morning hours before he 
goes to sleep, usually about 1:30 a.m. 
eachday. His father sleeps nexttohim 
every night in a recliner chair.
